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Development, recreation, blight, business 
development, housing and finances were the 
talk of the day as Mayor Alan Lambert gave 
his “State of the Cily” address to throngs of 
interested officials and residents Tuesday 
aftemooa 

The 20-minute speech, delivered at the 
Airport Marriott Hotel, was sponsored by the 
Romulus Chamber of Commerce. 

“I am honored to be here today represent¬ 
ing you as mayor for another term,” he said 
to the crowd. “The voters showed their over¬ 
whelming approval of what is happening in 
Romulus and want us to continue our drive 
into the future.” 

Lambert spoke about many issues he felt 
needed to be addressed in the next four 
years in addition to the state of affairs today. 

Many of those issues dealt with the need 


for more retail, industrial and residential 
investment in the city. 

“More than a billion dollars worth of 
investment has been committed to our city in 
the past four years alone,” he said. “And with 
these new developments, we are poised to 
bring over $1.2 billion in investment and over 
8,000 new jobs to Romulus and southeastern 
Michigan. That’s a clear statement by the 
business community confidence in 
Romulus.” 

A great number of those new jobs are in 
the gaming field. Under Lambert’s watch the 
city signed a deal with the Traverse City- 
based Indian Hannahville Indian Tribe, 
which will bring about 3,000 jobs to the cily. 

Efforts to bring business and development 
into the city have been successful despite a 
sluggish economy. For many years, Romulus 
was not able to capitalize on opportunities 
for investment in the way other airport com¬ 
munities can. But all of that has changed, 


Lambert said. 

“Our city has been uncommonly blessed 
by a strong participation from the private 
sector, particularly in recent years,” he said. 
“And that has made the difference in our 
ability to reverse the kind of outflow of capi¬ 
tal and people Detroit and many other 
Wayne County suburbs are currently experi¬ 
encing.” 

But business and revenue an\re as impor¬ 
tant to many lifestyle issues that have also 
discouraged potential residents from living 
in the city. There has been progress in those 
areas, too, Lambert said. 

“In 2004, we announced plans for the new 
senior citizens center,” he said. “In 2006, we 
now have a beautiful, quality facility where 
our seniors can participate in our city’s array 
of programs and services. In fact, our grand 
opening is this FYiday.”

2 arrested 


in Wayne 
man’s death

A months-old altercation 
between two teenage girls was 
the catalyst that led to the fatal 
shooting of a Wayne man on Jan. 
10, police said. 

Romulus police said Kenny 
Davis, 20, died at the hands of a 
childhood friend who eluded 
police for nearly two days before 
he turned himself in to authori¬ 
ties. 

Roderick Poole, 20 of 
Romulus, was arrested Jan. 12 
after he walked into the 
Romulus Police Department He 
is charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der in the death of Davis, who 
was shot dead at a home on the 
6100 block of Dexter Street at 
about 4:30 p.m. That was when 
the men argued about a fight 
that their sisters had and some 
threats that had occurred. 

“Kenny was arguing with 
Roderick Poole at the home of a 
third party about his 18-year-old 
sister and the victim’s 17-year-old 
sister, who had a fight about a 
month ago,” said Det. Sgt. Jeff 
Lazarski of the Romulus Police 
Department “Kenny had unex¬ 
pectedly shown up at the home... 
Roderick pulled out a handgun. It 
went off, and struck Kenny in the 
chest” 

Roderick Poole’s sister, 
Whitney, was also in the home at

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Bill would close gap in state school spending

When voters approved 
Proposal A in the late 1990s, 
school officials hoped the new 
law would end the yo-yo effect of 
state education funding, particu¬ 
larly the per-pupil foundation 
grant But that has yet to be the 
case. 

State Rep. Phil LaJoy (R- 
Canton) said he wants to change 
that 

He is proposing legislation— 
House Bill 4828—that would 
increase per-pupil funding for 
area school districts that are per¬ 
forming well and are surrounded 
by schools that receive more 
money, he said. 

“It’s the start of filling the 
promise of Proposal A When it 
was adopted the whole intent 
was to balance funding out,” he 
said. “If you look around the state 
the per-pupil funding is all differ¬ 
ent The goal (of Proposal A) was 
eventually to have everyone 
catch-up, but because of the 
economy over the years, it hasn’t 
been able to do that My goal is to 
try to bring some kind of furnish 
to all the districts.” 

LaJoy, who represents the Van 
Buren, Wayne-Westland and the 
Plymouth-Canton Public School 
Districts, said he would start the 
process with the Plymouth- 
Canton schools. 

Currently, Wayne-Westland 
and Van Buren school districts 
receive a higher per-pupil fund¬ 


ing than the Plymouth/Canton 
district Wayne-Westland receives 
$7,571 per-student, Van Buren 
gets $7,390 and Plymouth-Canton 
receives $7,200. 

“It’s about finding a way we 
can use monies and bridge the 
gap so that Van Buren can be 
raised up, Plymouth-Canton can 
be raised and Wayne-Westland, 
too,” said LaJoy. 

Early last year, the State 
Senate approved a $12.8 billion 
K-12 proposal that increased the 
minimum amount of funding per 
student from $6,700 to $6,875. Fbr 
the Plymouth-Canton Communi¬ 
ty School District, that meant an 
increase at the start of the 2005- 
06 school year of about $175 per 
child. The funds were the first 
the district received since the 
2001-02 school year 

“Plymouth-Canton and Van 
Buren are using creative ways to 
save money now, but we want the 
kids to learn and all the districts 
to be efficient,” said LaJoy. 

Patricia Brand, district assis¬ 
tant superintendent of business 
services, said that rising retire¬ 
ment and health care costs have 
eaten up money. She said $110 
went to retirement, while $106 
went to health care costs. 
Another $94 went to utilities in 
the district 

“We have great teachers, great 
parents, and some very bright 
kids,” said Brand. “They’re the 
reason we’ve been able to per¬ 
form well while are funds are sig¬ 
nificantly less than other dis¬ 


tricts.” 

In recent years, Plymouth- 
Canton has reduced spending in 
excess of $7 million. Brand said 
her district needs additional 
funding to compete with neigh¬ 
boring districts, such as Ann 
Arbor and Livonia 

“We want our students to have 
the same opportunities as kids in 
other districts because they have 


to compete for jobs and colleges 
with students in (Ann Arbor and 
Livonia),” she said. “Our parents 
have great expectations for their 
kids, and we want them to have 
the opportunity to excel in life.” 

Brand also helped LaJoy with 
the proposal last year by provid¬ 
ing him with expenditures in 
specific areas. She said anything 
the representative can do would 
benefit her district greatly. 

As part of the legislation, 
LaJoy is also tying per-pupil 
funding into school performance 
and efficiency factors. As it 
stands now, more money is not 
given to districts that perform 
better, but LaJoy would like to 
see thatchange 

“The classroom is where kids 
learn and if the performance 
indicators aren’t there, then what 
are we doing,” said LaJoy. “So 
with that, I don’t know how you 
can take performance and effi¬ 
ciency out of the equatioa” 

Linda Olson, director of per¬ 
sonnel for the Van Buren Public 
School District, said she thinks 
it’s critical to know how adequate 
performance will be determined. 
The bill does not address the 
dilemma with the huge differ¬ 
ence in the foundation 
allowance, she said. 

“FYom what I see now there is 
a relationship between the socio¬ 
economics of a community and in 
turn they have a higher per-pupil 
foundation grant and school per¬ 
formance. There’s a great dispar¬ 
ity between the ones that qualify 


for a minimum and the wealthier 
school districts that have almost 
twice that,” said Olson. “The 
majority of the per-pupil in the 
lower districts is $6,875 and in 
the higher districts, like 
Bloomfield and Birmingham, it’s 
aipund $12,130. So there you can 
just begin to understand why cer¬ 
tain districts offer better services, 
smaller class sizes, more technol¬ 
ogy and the list goes oa” 

“If you have districts that 
receive $6,875 per-pupil and the 
districts around are receiving 
more, then you see those stu¬ 
dents going there by way of 
schools of choice,” she added. 
“The state legislatures should 
work on that difference, particu¬ 
larly in these economic times.” 

Gregory Baracy, superinten¬ 
dent of the Wayne-Westland 
Community School District, said 
the district would be keeping an 
eye on the legislatioa 

“We’re monitoring the bill just 
as we’re monitoring a number of 
other bills,” he said. 

House Bill 4828 is still in the 
preliminary stages and will be 
heard in the house in March. 

“It’s like trying to climb a 
mountain,” said LaJoy. “We’re 
trying to get more money for the 
schools and no other legislation, 
that comes to my mind, has set¬ 
up a program like this. I feel real¬ 
ly good about this. You have to 
start somewhere.”

Mayor - Lifestyle issues are key to success, demolition, development on target 
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The city also broke ground on 
a new recreation facility in 2005, 
and Lambert said he felt that 
was a great achievement for the 
city. 

“More than 200 people attend¬ 
ed the groundbreaking for our 
new state-of-the-art recreation 
center located at the comer of 
Wayne and Northline roads,” he 
said, “the new center is being 
financed with TIFA (Tax 
Increment Financing Authority) 
funding at no increase in taxes to 
Romulus residents. 

One of Lambert’s campaign 
promises when he defeated 
Mayor William Oakley in 2001 - 


to tear down blighted structures 
- is also on track, he said. He 
cites the creation of “Operation 
Fbesh Look” for the success. 

“Since 2001, we have demol¬ 
ished over 200 blighted, unsafe 
structures,” he said. “We often 
hear from residents on how 
much better they feel, about 
Romulus with the blighted and 
dilapidated buildings being 
demolished and new structures 
being built” 

Environmental issues - which 
have been in the forefront of 
news in the city because the state 
granted an operating license to 
EDS Disposal to operate an 
injection well near the airport - 
were also highlighted. Lambert 


did not speak about the well. 

“In keeping with our ordi¬ 
nance, we have cut down thou¬ 
sands of acres of noxious weeds,” 
he said. 

Downtown development will 
remain a priority under 
Lambert’s new term, he said. 

“We are doing everything we 
can to bring new business to the 
(downtown) area,” he said. “So 
far, we have a thriving grocery 
store, in the Romulus Market 
Place and many other new busi¬ 
ness.” 

Lambert thanked many 
staffers and elected officials for 
their hard work and continued 
advocacy or the city in what is a 
difficult economic climate. 


Councilman Harry Crout said 
the speech was indicative of 
what is happening in the city. 

“I think Alan covered all the 
bases,” he said. “He didn’t talk 
about the injection well, but 
that’s over We fought that battle 
for 15 years, and the courts 
decided that one. He spoke 
about the development and the 
recreation center and how much 
things are improving, and I think 
that’s very much what is actually 
happening here. 

Lambert, 51, is a former city 
councilman and Romulus police 
officer. He was re-elected for a 
second term defeating former 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak 
in November

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the time of the incident “He gave 
the gun to Whitney and they left 
the home,” he said 

Several people in the home at 
the time of the shooting called 
911, but it was too late: the gun¬ 
shot, fired at point blank range, 
immediately killed Davis, 
Lazarski said. 

Whitney Poole, 18, was arrest¬ 
ed hours after the incident, but 
her brother remained elusive for 


36 hours while seven detectives 
searched for him, Lazarski said. 

“We had quite a few men on it 
But eventually, his mother was 
able to locate him after 22 hours, 
and she convinced him to come 
to the police department,” he 
said 

The search for Roderick 
Poole’s handgun, however, is 
ongoing. 

“(Roderick Poole) told us he 
threw the gun in a field to get rid 
of it, but we searched the field 


extensively and we found noth¬ 
ing,” Lazarski said. 

Both Roderick and Whitney 
Poole are charged in Davis’ 
death. 

Roderick Poole was charged 
with first-degree murder, felony 
murder and felony firearms Jam 
14 at the 34th District Court in 
Romulus. If convicted, he will 
face life in prison without the 
possibility of parole. The 
firearms charge adds an auto¬ 
matic two-year addition to any 


sentence. 

Whitney Poole was charged 
with accessory after the fact to 
murder, a five-year-felony. Judge 
Melethios Golematis allowed her 
release on a personal bond. 

Roderick Poole was remand¬ 
ed to the Wayne County Jail until 
his next court date. Both will 
return to court for a pre-trial 
examination at 9 am. Jan 25.

King - Event teaches young people importance of past racial struggles 
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ers. It is one of only a handful of 
King events open to the public. 
This year, good weather com¬ 
bined with the recent death of 
Rosa Parks nearly doubled the 
attendance from 100 residents to 
about 190, organizers said. 

Residents were welcomed to 
the high school auditorium by 
the Rev. William Kren of 
Romulus United Methodist 
Church and enjoyed several 
speakers, including Lambert, 
Schools Superintendent Joel 
Carr, the Rev. Rita Talley of First 
Baptist Church and the Rev. 
Frank Howard of Living Rock 
Church. A trio of Romulus high 
school students - Michael 
Hudson, LaJoya Rush, and 


Tatiana Gray - sang the national 
anthem. 

Entertainment was provided 
by the Romulus High School 
Diamonds dance team and the 
Romulus Community Choir. 
Students from Merriman and 
Romulus elementary schools 
spoke about Dr. King’s life and 
goals in separate presentations. 
Students gave another presenta¬ 
tion and played a video tribute 
honoring Rosa Parks. 

Though the event is largely to 
commemorate Dr. King, it is also 
an opportunity to discuss the 
Civil Rights Movement and how 
it’s impact is felt today. 

Winifred Wafer, a special edu¬ 
cation teacher and transition 
coordinator at Romulus High 
School said it’s vitally important 


to keep issues of race and ethnic 
equality in the forefront because 
young people are often far- 
removed from the Civil Rights 
movement of the 1960s. 

“It’s important that kids learn 
as much as they can about (King 
and Parks), because they sacri¬ 
ficed more than we can under¬ 
stand to stand up for their rights 
and ours,” she said. “Students 
need to understand how far 
we’ve come. And they also need 
to be able to recognize some of 
the things we still have trouble 
with, like discrimination, so they 
can address that, but not dwell 
on it” 

A national hero of the Civil 
Rights movement Dr King was - 
and still is - the youngest winner 
of the Nobel Peace Prize, which 


he won in 1964 He traveled the 
country from 1957 until his death 
speaking about racial equality in 
education, employment housing 
and a variety of other areas, and 
was directly responsible for the 
Montgomery Bus Boycott, which 
led to the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that bus segregation was 
unconstitutional. 

Lynelle Stewart, a recent col¬ 
lege graduate who attended the 
event with her 1-year-old sister, 
Allison, said she thinks its impor¬ 
tant young people attend events 
like this because we still have 
something to learn from the past 

“I hope this program contin¬ 
ues for many years to come,” she 
said. “I would hope it’s still 
around when my sister is old 
enough (to understand).”

Natural gas 
contracts under review 

The increasing costs of 
natural gas for municipali¬ 
ties is causing many to look 
into alternative pricing or 
less expensive services. 

Romulus is currently in 
discussions with Davco 
Associates, a company that 
provides the delivery of gas 
at a fixed rate that would not 
go up for the life of any con¬ 
tract signed by the city. 

Davco’s rate would be 
lower than the current 
Consumer’s Energy rate, and 
would save the city money 
over time, according to the 
proposal submitted Jan. 10. 

Council members agreed 
to discuss the matter at a 
future meeting, and will 
explore how much money 
could be saved by changing 
providers. Council members 
could vote on the proposal 
next month. 

Police seek 
to recover costs 

Drunk drivers are going 
to pay a lot more out of pock¬ 
et expenses in 2006, accord¬ 
ing to a plan approved by the 
Romulus City Council Jan. 
10 . 

Romulus Public Safety 
Director Charles Kirby said 
his department would seek 
to raise fines on drunk dri¬ 
vers to help pay the costs of 
housing offenders. 

Kirby said that the 
department was neglectful 
in raising fees in the past to 
cover the hourly pay rates 
and prisoner costs associat¬ 
ed with drunk drivers as 
these costs incrementally 
increased during the past 
several years. 

The current fines were 
based on wages from several 
years ago, Kirby said. The 
new rates will raise costs to 
drivers under the influence 
by about $100, depending on 
the resources used to main¬ 
tain a prisoner, according to 
the recommendations sub¬ 
mitted to council 

The council unanimously 
approved the plan.

There’s a move under way to strengthen the requirements needed 
to graduate from public high school. 

These new requirements are designed to increase the marketabili¬ 
ty of graduating students and better prepare them for a productive 
role in society. They require more math and science and communica¬ 
tion classes and still provide some flexibility for non-traditional stu¬ 
dents, too. 

It’s about time. 

State Schools Superintendent Mike Flanagan has been touting the 
positives of the plan, which the state board of education approved last 
month, but which the legislature has yet to act on. He’s passionate 
about the changes and believes they’re essential in improving the 
educational experience for our students and to help spur on econom¬ 
ic recovery. An educated workforce, he theorizes, will help draw more 
high-tech companies to the state. 

We can’t help but agree with that It’s clear that the old days of dom¬ 
inance by the Big Three Automakers may one day be a thing of the 
past It makes sense to try to change things now, rather than wait for 
that to happea Even if it doesn’t, it makes sense to try to diversify the 
workforce, anyway. 

Critics of the plan call it yet another unfounded mandate passed 
on to local school districts by the state or federal government They 
worry where the additional math and science teachers will come 
from, and how they will meet this challenge, if it’s put into effect 
beginning this autumn. 

We’re optimistic, though, and have the utmost confidence in our 
locally elected boards to help make this happea Maybe the need will 
bring more non-traditional students back to college to pursue teach¬ 
ing degrees in math or science. Perhaps that will prove yet another 
economic stimulus. 

The bottom line is, though, that the additional requirements are 
needed if Michigan is going to stay competitive and a desirable place 
to raise a family. Anything short will be preparing the state - and our 
students - for failure, rather than success.

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The passion of the very impatient 


I wrote this column before I had a chance to 
sit through the final presentation from Andrews 
University, the polished results of a semester- 
long urban planning and design studio that 
focused on downtown Wayne. 

Part of that is our production cycle here at the 
paper; we go to press on Tuesday night and writ- 
ing the story about the presentation and my 
thoughts about it after the fact would simply be 
too much to do before the presses started up. 

Before anyone accuses me of pulling a Mitch 
Albom, though, and talking about specific details 
of something that happened before I witnessed 
it, let me tell you that this isn’t about the particu¬ 
lars of that presentation, but rather the general 
concepts behind it 

And it’s about something else that has colored 
my opinions about Wayne and some of the pro¬ 
jects that have - or haven’t - taken off since I 
arrived in this town, first as a reporter and editor, 
and later as a resident 

That is passion and impatience. 

I am passionate about this town and impatient 
to see things done. Maybe it’s a combination of 
the short temper I was bom with and the nine 
years I’ve spent working under a deadline. Or 
maybe the years of being forced to come up with 



an opinion about something 
have made me opinionated 
about everything and unable to 
keep my mouth shut long 
enough to think things through Or maybe some 
perverse part of me likes the dirty glares I some¬ 
times get when I go into city hall; or appreciates 
the humor of planning commissioners who no 
longer go out of their way to shake my hand. 

These two things, though, mean that there is 
one thing that I can predict about the Andrews

I have to caution against this, though In this 
case, a lack of immediate action doesn’t translate 
into a lack of desire to follow through on the 
many concepts in the plan that would help the 
city move forward. It’s more likely that the con¬

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Block grant money moved to rehabilitation fund

Van Buren Ibwnship will take 
a new approach in the future use 
of some of the federal Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
funds. 

At a second public hearing last 
week regarding the 2006-2007 allo¬ 
cation, the remaining $59,850 was 
reallocated to the Housing and 
Rehabilitation Loan Program. 
Township trustees approved the 
measure and the funds will now 
be part of the township housing 
revolving loan fund. 

According to Steve Pugsley, 
zoning and planning administra¬ 
tor for the township, there are 


enough applicants on the waiting 
list for housing rehabilitation 
loans to use these funds before 
March 2006. 

“The county has notified us 
that we have until March 30 to 
spend this money or it will revert 
back to the county,” he said. “If we 
reprogram the funds to the 
Homeownership Assistance 
Program we can also request an 
extension from the county for 
more time to spend the money.” 

The funds will go into a 
Homeowners Assistance 
Program, which could, for exam¬ 
ple, enable a township family to 
purchase a larger home with 
more square footage. 

“This request came from 


Father John Hagen asking to 
establish a program to provide 
assistance to eligible families to 
purchase a home,” said Pugsley. ‘1 
found that Inkster uses their 
CDBG funds for this program that 
pays half the down payment or 
closing costs for a low to moderate 
income family to purchase a larg¬ 
er home with more bedrooms.” 

The program could also bene¬ 
fit Van Buren Township residents 
because the current Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) regu¬ 
lations for the housing rehabilita¬ 
tion program do not allow adding 
on a bedroom to a smaller home. 
The township zoning ordinance 
requires a minimum of 1,250 
square feet of living space in a 


detached single family home, but 
many homes in the township 
were built before this require¬ 
ment and are 1,000 square feet or 
less. Therefore, an eligible family 
of four or five living in a home 
with only two bedrooms may be 
able to purchase a home with 
three bedrooms under the 
Homeownership Assistance 
Program, Pugsley said. 

A typical project ranges 
between $5,000-$10,000. The coun¬ 
ty also administers a first time 
buyers program for eligible fami¬ 
lies who have never owned a 
home. 

Pugsley said he would contin¬ 
ue to research the program to 
bring back to the township board 


in the future. 

The CDBG is a program fund¬ 
ed by the federal government and 
HUD. In the past, funds have gone 
toward housing youth services 
and camps, handicapped accessi¬ 
ble areas and the parks and recre¬ 
ation department 

This year, funds will go toward 
community services including the 
“Taking it to the Streets” and 
camp programs; senior services, 
which include a new bus and 
administrative costs; public safety 
for the new road patrol program; 
planning for the parks and recre¬ 
ation master plan; administration 
and housing rehabilitation. In 
total, the township will receive 
$182,000 from the county program.

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High marks 

Proposed changes to high school 
curriculum explained to parents

School officials said proposed changes 
in the high school curriculum are a step in 
the right direction, but many still had 
some concerns about them. 

That was the message school officials 
and concerned parents gave Mike 
Flanagan, superintendent of public 
instruction for the State of Michigan and 
State Sea Bruce Patterson (R-Canton) at a 
town hall meeting last week. 

Patterson sponsored the meeting to get 
some feedback about the proposed 
changes, which were approved by the 
State Board of Education on Dec. 15 but 
have yet to be enacted by the state legisla¬ 
ture. 

“My number one issue continues to be 
education,” Patterson said. 

The changes would provide more 
structure to high school curriculums and 
force students to take more math and sci¬ 
ence classes. If approved, it would go into 
effect in 2006, so incoming freshmen this 
year would be the first class that would 
have to follow the new curriculum. 
Flanagan said the time to put the new 
requirements into place was sooner, 
rather than later 

“If this recommendation goes into 
effect after March, it’s still going to only 
affect this year’s ninth graders,” he said. 
‘It’s still the graduating class of 2010.” 

The new requirements call for four 
years of math, including Algebra II and 
geometry as well as another math-related 
class. Currently only one-third of school 
districts require Algebra I, and most of 
those are in the Detroit metro area, 
according to Flanagan. 

Three years of science would also be 
required, including biology, physics or 
chemistry. Three years of social studies 
would replace the current standard, 
which is often little more than a civics 
class and four years of English, including 
a variety of reading, writing and commu¬ 
nication classes. 

Flanagan said the proposal was neces¬ 
sary because, state wide, studies indicated 
that as many as 25 percent of students 
drop out of high school. Impending 


changes will make the ACT test mandato¬ 
ry, too, which will help more students set 
their sights higher 

“You’re going to find a lot of kids that 
think they can go to college that didn’t 
think that before,” he said. 

Another reason was to help spur eco¬ 
nomic development in the state. He said 
large firms don’t always just look at factors 
like tax rates and other business incen¬ 
tives when they’re searching out places to 
locate or construct large factories. 

“They’re looking at the workforce,” he 
told the crowd of about 60 people at 
Schoolcraft College last week. “The image 
of the manufacturing industry, like it or 
not, is of union workers that are uneducat¬ 
ed.” 

Flanagan said better educated workers 
are needed in the changing marketplace. 

Some school board officials voiced con¬ 
cerns about the cost of maintaining the 
new curriculum. Others wanted to know 
where the teachers would come from; 
math and science teachers are already at 
a premium. 

Others wanted to make sure that all 
students were taken into account, bad - 
and good. 

“What are we going to do with the kids 
with the most potential?” asked Mary 
Anglea Winter, a teacher retired from the 
Van Buren school district She pointed out 
that programs like Talented and Gifted 
were often targets of budget cuts. “It sends 
a message that these kids are not impor¬ 
tant; they’re going to (succeed) anyway.” 

All said the changes 
were important though. 

“I applaud all of this,” 
said Elaine Miller, a 
retired teacher. “I cer¬ 
tainly hope it’s possible 
to achieve. It has to be 
achieved.” 

“This is an issue that 
I’m really going to be 
relying on local school 
board members,” he 
said. “The easy part is for 
me to cast a vote. We’re 
all going to have to brain¬ 
storm on this. It’s going to

Pros owner creates 
new basketball league

Darryl Greene, the owner of 
the minor league basketball team 
the Detroit Pros, decided to exit 
the International Basketball 
League (EBL) and form his own 
professional league, the Profes¬ 
sional Basketball Association 
(PBA). 

Green will retain his rights 
and ownership of the Inkster- 
based Detroit Pros as he sets up 
shop for the PBA with the launch 
of the new international league 
expected some time in April of 
this year 

Why the change? 

“Due to the difficulties of 
securing a venue by the league 
deadline for participation in 
2006,” Greene said, “coupled with 
the fact that I would not be grant¬ 
ed my territorial rights by the 
IBL, I decided to take advantage 
of an opportunity to launch a new 
professional basketball league” 

Green said that this year 
would be just an exhibition year 
for the PBA, consisting of just a 
handful of teams and about as 
many games. 

“This won’t be the official sea¬ 
son,” he said. “We’re just trying to 
get the league out there. We need 
time to fully organize and put it 
together right” 

He said next year there could 
be about 10 teams playing a full 
schedule The season would also 
be preceded by a college entry 
draft for college players who have 
exhausted their college eligibility, 
a minor league draft for teams to 


draft from other minor leagues 
and an international draft. 

“One of the unique things 
about this league is that there will 
be actual players from overseas 
leagues looking to gain exposure 
in the United States,” Greene 
said. 

He also said the long-term goal 
would be to have the league 
games televised on Pay Per View. 

Green hopes to use the Inkster, 
Recreation Center as the Pros 
home court but a deal has not yet 
been finalized. Everything else i 
concerning the Pros will remain 
the same, according to Greene. 
Inkster’s Warren Woods will 
remain the head coach and he 
will have players such as home¬ 
town great Albert White on his 
roster 

However, there will be a few 
changes regarding the interna¬ 
tional rules used by IBL. The 
PBA will install the professional, 
not college, three-point line and a 
24-second shot clock like the NBA 
instead of the IBL’s 22-second 
clock. Games will consist of four 
12-minute quarters and teams are 
only allowed one timeout per 
quarter like the IBL but, if 
unused, the timeout can be car¬ 
ried over to the next quarter 

Greene said there would be 
more entertainment at the games, 
too. At the first exhibition game 
this year there will be an Inkster- 
Robichaud alumni game at half 
time 

Green plans on keeping the 
ticket prices the same—$5 for 
adults and $3 for children under 
12

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present. 
Supervisor Cindy King, Clerk Joannie Payne, Treasurer Sharry Budd, Trustee Phillip 
Hart, Trustee John Herman, Trustee Jeffery Jahr and Trustee Walter Rochowiak. 
Absent and excused: None. Others in attendance: Planning and Economic 
Development Director Bryce Kelley, Public Safety Director Gerald Champagne, 
Recreation and Facilities Director Bruce Ross, Planning and Zoning Administrator 
Steven Pugsley, Executive Assistant Susan Ireland, Secretary Kathleen Cline and an 
audience of eight (8). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Jahr moved, Budd seconded to approve the agenda as 
amended. Amendment under New Business Item # 3 “Consider transfer of remaining 
funds in the amount of $59,850 from the Community Development Block Grant 
Program Demolition Category in the fiscal year 2003-2004 to a Homeowner 
Assistance Program within the Township’s Community Development Block Grant 
Program Housing Revolving Loan Fund.” Revised to read “Consider transfer of 
remaining funds in the amount of $59,850 from the Community Development Block 
Grant Program Demolition Category in the fiscal year 2003-2004 to a Housing 
Rehabilitation Program within the Township’s Community Development Block Grant 
Program Housing Revolving Loan Fund.” Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Herman moved, Payne seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive comment on the special assessment roll for the purpose of installing and 
maintaining streetlights in the common roacf rights of ways in Country Walk 
Condominiums Phases 1 and 2. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this is a program DTE Energy Company provides that 
is used to install and maintain street lighting. This development is located on Savage 
Road between Martinsville Road and Lenmoore. On December 20, 2005 the 
Township Board adopted a resolution establishing a special assessment district for 
installing and maintaining overhead street lighting for 177 units in Phase 1 and Phase 
2 in the Country Walk Condominiums. Before the Board is the resolution approving 
and spreading the assessment roll over the benefited parcels of land within the devel¬ 
opment to be collected on a yearly basis via the property tax bill. The initial capital 
outlay will be $78,601.65 to be paid by the developer. The initial annual amount of 
$11,179.16 is to be spread among homes with an initial annual fee of $63.16 per unit 
to be billed and collected with the winter property tax. Director Kelley addressed the 
questions raised during the first public hearing held in December 2005 as follows. 1) 
By approving the special assessment district for the DTE street lighting program the 
Township is only approving the manner in which DTE will be paid for the operation 
and continued maintenance of the streetlights. 2) If adopted the annual street lighting 
assessment will be billed and collected with the winter property tax and can be 
amended over time by the power company and/or the Township. Each of the 177 res¬ 
idential properties will be billed equal amounts. 3) An action to adopt the resolution 
by the Township is not an endorsement of the DTE program. The Township acknowl¬ 
edges that there are other methods in which to construct and operate a satisfactory 
street light system. 4) It is however the experience of the Township staff that this is 
an economical and dependable system. The homeowners are not exposed to the retail 
cost of replacing light poles, electric transformers and buried wiring; the complete 
system is covered by the annual lamp (maintenance fee). 5) While the installation 
and perpetual maintenance of street lights in the development is required by the 
Township’s ordinances and is a condition of approval for the Country Walk develop¬ 
ment, the particular method, type and installation of the street lighting system is com¬ 
pletely up to the discretion of the developer and if appropriate the homeowners asso¬ 
ciation. 6) The capital cost of $78,601.65 for the DTE street light program for 
Country Walk phases 1 and 2 has been paid by the developer and will not be billed to 
the homeowners. 

Supervisor King requested Director Kelley explain any discussions with the home- 
owners since the December 20th Board meeting. Director Kelley stated he received 
an email from one of the homeowners which summarized the street light process and 
that this individual now understood it. Further, he has had several conversations with 
the president of the homeowners association who stated the majority of the residents 
are in favor of the program. The Township has not received any objections from 
Country Walk homeowners. 

There were no comments from the Board or the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Budd moved, Hart seconded to open the public hearing to present and discuss possi¬ 
ble projects for the fiscal year 2006 - 2007 Community Development Block Grant 
Program. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Planning and Zoning 
Administrator Pugsley for an explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated this is the 
second of two public hearings regarding the Community Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) program. The three national objectives for projects are: to benefit low/mod¬ 
erate income persons, prevent or eliminate slum and/or blight and to meet urgent 
community needs. The Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
objectives of the CDBG program are for the development of viable communities by 
providing decent housing and a suitable living environment and expanding economic 
opportunities. Since the public hearing held at the December 20, 2005 Board meeting 
the request from Clerk Payne for ADA compliant door bell assistance for polling 
locations has been forwarded to the Wayne County for further review. In addition, a 
request was received for a Home Owners Assistance Program. Administrator Puglsey 
stated there is $59,850 remaining in the Demolition Program Category for fiscal year 
2003-2004 that could be transferred into another category namely a Home Owners 
Assistance Program if approved by the Board. Based on discussion at the Work 
Study meeting held January 9, 2006 additional research on a Home Owners 
Assistance Program will be conducted and brought back to the Township Board at a 
future date. 

^Administrator Pugsley discussed the proposed list of projects for the current year as 


follows: Community Services (camp programs); Senior Services (bus and Senior 
Services Administrator); Public Safety (road patrols in designated areas); Planning 
(master plan update); and Administration. Also, there is Housing Rehabilitation in the 
amount of $50,000 (County wide program for low/moderate income families for 
assistance for home repairs). The estimated funding level for the 2006 - 2007 fiscal 
year is $182,000. The fiscal year begins on July 1, 2006. 

Supervisor King clarified that the $50,000 for Housing Rehabilitation is separate from 
the $59,850 to be reprogrammed from the fiscal year 2003-2004 to Housing 
Rehabilitation Program. 

There were no comments from the Board or the audience.

Movie tackles topic of 
racial equality in sports 


Film is a good 
idea, poorly done 


What do you get when you combine 
Little Red Riding Hood and CSI? 

An animated tale that features a differ¬ 
ent take on some popular characters but 
doesn’t quite live up to its potential. 

Hoodwinked, directed by Cory 
Edwards, uses the classic tale of Little Red 
Riding Hood - sort of - as a launching 
point for a crime movie that unravels a 
plot to destroy a forest 

We all know how the classic tale ends, 
with Red Riding Hood suspicious of a wolf 
disguised as her grandmother and saved 
at the last instant by a heroic woodsman. 

That’s how Hoodwinked starts, but, as 
the narrator informs us, there’s more to 
every tale than meets the eye. 

It’s soon up to Chief Grizzly (voiced by 
the rapper, Xhibit) to discover why he was 
called to Granny’s house to find Granny 
(Glenn Close), Red (Anne Hathaway), a 
wolf (Patrick Warburton) and a 
Woodsman (James Belushi). There’s a 
larger crime going on, too, everyone in 
the forest is on the lookout for the goodie 
bandit, who has been stealing all sorts of 
recipes recently. Is one of these four the 
bandit? That’s for Grizzly to figure out, 
and he’s aided by a smooth-talking pri¬ 
vate detective named Nicky Flippers, a 
large and very classy frog 


He asks each 
of the main char¬ 
acters to tell their 
version of the 
days’ events and 
we find there is 
more to everyone 
than we initially 
thought Red isn’t 
tent being a baked 
delivery person; she wants 
to see the world. The Wolf isn’t 
such a bad guy, in fact he’s an undercover 
reporter assigned to the goodie bandit 
story. Granny - or Triple G - is fond of 
extreme sports. And the woodsman is 
actually an out-of-work actor that drives a 
Schnitzel Truck 

The premise is a good one and there 
are a few laughs sprinkled throughout the 
film. There are a few characters with 
promise, too - such as a mountain goat 
cursed to communicate only through song 
or a squirrel that talks so fast the best way 
to understand him is to record his sen¬ 
tences and play them back at half speed. 

There are some good bits of dialogue, 
too. Hathaway is nice as Red. Warburton 
of television’s The Tick fame’ does a good 
job as the lackadaisical and sarcastic 
wolf

The film tapers off when it should be 
picking up speed, though, when the not- 
so-surprising revelation of who the good¬ 
ie bandit is. It doesn’t do much to main¬ 
tain anyone’s interest - young or old - 


after that 

The computer animation doesn’t meet 
up with industry standards, either, which 
leaves me to wonder why was this film 
necessary? 


Think about this for a sec¬ 
ond: No Michael Jordan. No 
Magic vs. Bird. No Isiah 
Thomas. No LeBron James. 

If the landscape of the sports 
world stayed the way it was 
about 50 years ago, many peo¬ 
ple might not even know who 
some of those great players list¬ 
ed above were. 

A couple of those guys, 
Jordan and Magic Johnson, 
have said that if it weren’t for a 
certain occurrence, they might 
have never even touched the 
hardwood. That occurrence 
was put on the big screen in the 
form of Jerry Bruckheimer’s 
Glory Road. 

Bruckheimer—the king of 
the blowout action flick—puts 
the bombs and bullets away to 
tell the story of a college basket¬ 
ball team that made history. 

Forty years ago, Texas 
Western College—now the 
University of Texas at Ell Paso— 
made history. Not in the class¬ 


room, but on the basketball 
court. Under the guidance of 
Coach Don Haskins, his team of 
seven black players and five 
white players did the unimagin¬ 
able. They won an NCAA 
National Championship. 

That is only part of the story 
The real story is how strangers 
of different races and back¬ 
grounds from Illinois, Missouri, 
New York, and Detroit con¬ 
verged on the desert town of El 
Paso, Texas for the opportunity 
to show other schools—schools 
that didn’t see what Coach 
Haskins could—what real bas¬ 
ketball is all about 

Released the weekend 
before the Martin Luther King, 
Jr. holiday, Glory Road depicts 
the struggles and hardships the 
black players had to endure at 
the height of the civil rights 
movement. Race-motivated 
assaults, derogatory epithets, 
and vandalism were but a few 
of the distractions Texas 


Western had to contend with as 
their national prominence 
grew. 

But, in El Paso, race was not 
an issue. Nine years earlier, in 
1955, the school was the first in 
the state of Texas to integrate 
the undergraduate class. The 
problem wasn’t academics. It 
was getting W’s. The school’s 
hoop squad needed a sideline 
general. 

Coach Haskins, played by 
Josh Lucas, is a by-the-book 
man as well as loving father and 
husband. But on the basketball 
court it’s, “my way or the high¬ 
way.” Like most coaches, he 
stresses defense and rebound¬ 
ing as the keys to the game. But 


when one of his prospects, 
Nevil Shed (A1 Shearer), plays 
matador defense and isn’t 
strong on the boards, Haskins 
dismisses him. Shed returns the 
next day with more fire and 
intensity, and a willingness to 
do whatever it takes to win. 

Derek Luke, the star of 
Antwone Fisher, is the team’s 
point guard, Bobby Joe HilL He 
is a bit of a showboat and his 
Harlem Globetrotter theatrics 
don’t fit his coach’s style. This, 
plus his lack of respect for the 
coach’s policy about late night 
parties and females, is a sure¬ 
fire way to be the most detested 
member on the squad. But Hill 
is a natural-bom leader and the 


man is quick to realize that 
Haskins’ coaching strategy is 
not absolute. His suggestion to 
let the team play their style of 
ball is the key to winning or los¬ 
ing. 

In the realm of basketball- 
related sports dramas, Hoosiers 
is at the top of the heap. Not 
surprisingly, Glory Road is 
another “based on a true story” 
tale that is worth a look. Even 
though it was normal to see a 
black player on a college team, 
it was the fact Coach Haskins 
played only his seven black 
players in the championship 
game against the all-white

While boosters and alumni objected to 
the use of “colored boys” as prominent 
players on the basketball squad, the coach 
did not back down.

Preheat oven to 350°F. Generously stuff each mushroom cap and 
place in baking dish. Bake 15 to 20 minutes. Finish under broiler 
until tops are golden.
